Earning the 
coveted and 
easily attained 
praise “better 
than ‘Twilight,’” 
“The Mortal 
Instruments: 
City of Bones” 
thrives not on 
the presence of 
awesome but 
the absence 
of terrible. 
Though the 
film has wel- 
come, mild stabs at humor, I neither 
laughed with the latest big-screen ad- 
aptation of a popular teen supernatural 
romance novel nor at it. 

Naturally, acceptance of author 
Cassandra Clare’s universe requires a 
tolerance for people dubbed “the high 
warlock of Brooklyn” and the typical 
young adult depiction of kissing as the 
ultimate squeal-inducer. Lily Collins 
(“Mirror Mirror”) stars as Clary who 
wonders why she keeps drawing some 
weird symbol that looks like a turnip 
with bunny ears (my words, not hers), 
and why she can see mysterious demon 
killer Jace (Jamie Campbell Bower) 
when her best friend/nerd-with-a- 
crush Simon (Robert Sheehan) can’t. 

As it turns out. Clary is a Shadow- 
hunter, a breed of half-angels that may 
face extinction if they don’t find a cup 
whose powers transcend its aesthetic 
appearance. I mean, I have minimal 
concern for goblet design, but this

all-powerful cup just looks like your 
average chalice. 

That underwhelming visual sense 
extends to the overlong film, directed 
by Harald Zwart (“The Karate Kid,” 
something called “Long Llat Balls 11”) 
with reasonably effective pacing but a 
muddy look reminiscent of this year’s 
forgotten “Beautiful Creatures.” Even 
when set in NewTbrk, a trip to a land 
of angels and demons should look im- 
pressive, and “City of Bones” will only 
arouse members ofTeam Jacob happy 
to see a werewolf destroy a vampire. 

Yet a tone that makes room for light- 
ness (I smirked when Clary claims, “I 
don’t remember anything she’d want 
me to forget”) and sufficient interest 
in the love triangle between Clary Jace 
and his adopted sibling, Alec (Kevin 
Zegers), keeps the corny, non-embar- 
rassing “City of Bones” palatable, if not 
riveting. Unlike the empty brooding in 
“Twilight,” there’s palpable desire and 
relatable jealousy here. 

There’s also the note that certain 
music drives demons crazy and Bach 
actually was a Shadowhunter. Surely 
“J.S. Bach: Demon Killer” would best 
‘Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter,” 
but maybe when remembering dead 
icons we should just leave monsters out 
of it.

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‘Saints Row IV’ power stomp

NO PROBLEM 


Superpowers, aliens and 
the president— the ride 
behind ‘Saints Row IV’

The opening 30 minutes of “Saints Row IV” 
might qualify as the most breathtakingly ri- 
diculous in video game history 
As a member of the Saints, a street gang 
turned beloved international celebrities, the 
main character thwarts a nuclear weapon 
mid-flight by jumping on it and ripping out its 
circuits as Aerosmith’s “I Don’t Wanna Miss 


a Thing” soars in the background. The mis- 
sile safely detonates, and you land in the Oval 
Office as the newly elected president with ac- 
tor Keith David (as himself) as your second 
in command. After signing a bill into law to 
either end world hunger or cure cancer, your 
POTUS is captured during an alien invasion 
and warped into a “Matrix”-like virtual reality, 
where he or she must gain superpowers in or- 
der to escape. 

Perhaps there’s something in the corn in 
Champaign, home of “Saints” developer Voli- 
tion Studios, to explain the demented nature 
of the open-world shooter. Once written 


off as a goofy “Grand Theft Auto” imitator, 
the fourth installment— due out Tuesday for 
Xbox 360, PlayStation 3 and PC —is in its own 
gaming stratosphere entirely 

“It’s a fever dream in a box,” creative direc- 
tor Steve Jaros said. “Our games were always 
silly But we didn’t go far enough with the par- 
ody so people weren’t sure if we were serious 
or not. So then for ‘Saints Row 3,’ we’re like 
{bleep} it and we doubled down on the humor. 
We got a really great response to it, but then 
it’s like what the {bleep} do we do now? At the 
end of ‘Saints Row 3’ you end up on Mars, so 
it’s like where do you go? So in the process. 


you go, ‘OK, superpowers, aliens and we’ll 
make you the president.’ ” 

And it almost didn’t exist. “Saints Row IV” 
was a few months from completion when 
THQ went bankrupt in January— leaving the 
game without its longtime publisher. The fate 
of both Volition and “Saints Row” remained 
uncertain as THQ’s properties went up for " 

auction. 

“It’s pretty weird when you have this pa- 
rade of suitors coming through your door and 
you’re showing off your wares,” Jaros said. 

“It’s a scary thing, so you’re sitting there like 
‘Please let them find us pretty’ ” 

But the company found a willing suitor 
in Koch Media, which publishes under the 
name Deep Silver, which bought Volition for 
$22 million. Concerns that the new company 
might try to tame and change the direction of 
“Saints Row IV” were quickly assuaged after 
the Koch CEO flew to Champaign to talk to 
the 180 -person team. 

“Instead of meddling creatively, they were 
like, ‘How can we help you sell your game?’ It 
was pretty amazing,” Jaros said. 

Soon Volition was again free to cram more 
unorthodox ideas under the hood of “Saints

With summer’s biggest three-day music 
fests, Lolla and Pitchfork, behind us, 
it’s time to clear your calendar for a new 
three-day adventure. 

Welcome to A Jangleheart Circus, 
which kicks off Thursday with 95 acts 
and more than 400 performers playing 
on three stages simultaneously music 
festival-style. Its creators— Alex Hon- 
net, Walt Delaney and Caitlin Stephan— 
have been producing small-scale shows 
in Upstairs Gallery, their Andersonville 
space, since 2010. 

“We wanted to just take all those 
people who are so talented and so driven 
and so creative and put it on a bigger 
stage and give other people the chance 
to experience this and understand why 
it’s so addictive,” Stephan said. 

In true music-festival style, a one- 
price pass grants admission to the entire 
night’s entertainment so you can wander 
back and forth between shows.

Jail House Gin A simple, 
bright and clean American- 
style gin with nice fruit and 
herbal notes, but a bit cucum- 
ber heavy. Still, a more-than- 
solid cocktail ingredient for 
$17.99. 

Pisco of the Gods Floral, 
perfumey, smoky and clean, 
this too would hold up in a 
cocktail. The screw-top bottle 
corked with a plastic stopper 
seemed odd, but at $18.99 this 
is about $5 cheaper than most 
other piscos. If you’re curi- 
ous to experiment with this 


increasingly popular South 
American spirit, the TJ’s ver- 
sion could be a good start. 

Vodka of the Gods Available 
in a 1.75-liter plastic bottle with 
a plastic flow control in the 
mouth, this is clearly meant 
for quick, easy and frequent 
consumption (as in parties). 
Clean enough and less burn- 
ing than the cheapest of vod- 
kas, this is a solidly middle- 
tier option, but at $14.99, it’s 
cheaper than, say, Smirnoff. 

Blended Scotch Whisky 

Relatively clean, a bit sweet 
and a solid buy for $10.99. 
Perfect for the college stu- 
dent trying to get classy on a 
budget. But short of the price, 
there’s little reason to drink 
this. 

Single malt A bit thin and a bit 
sweet, but relatively clean and 


ultimately not a bad single 
malt. However, at $23.99, it is 
barely on the edge of recom- 
mendable, and I’d rather spent 
$5 or $10 more for a much 
better whiskey. 

Reposado Distinqt Tequila 

As if the spelling of “distinct” 
didn’t indicate trouble, there 
was the bottle’s ill-fitting label 
and this tequila’s strangely 
light green-yellow shade. 
Though Distinqt offered a 
smooth, buttery nose, the 
flavor fell flat, especially for 
$21.99-thin, watery and no 
complexity. Certainly not 
worth drinking straight, 
but a reasonable margarita 
ingredient. 

Rum of the Gods No body. No 
flavor. Tepid sweetness. Only a 
decent buy for $8.99 if it’s get- 
ting lost in a lot of Coke.

Siri, can you find 
me a roommate?

Finding a compatible roommate can be a long, hard quest. To help ease that bur- 
den, we scoured the Internet for roommate-finding apps and websites. Here are 
some of the best we found. 


Roommates 

Finding the perfect roommate is comparable 
to finding a significant other. That’s why the 
Roommates app by Apartment List, a rental 
real estate search engine startup, took a few 
pointers from online dating services that sync 
to the user’s Facebook account to build a pro- 
file and prescreen potential dates-or, in this 
case, roommates. 

Users can add a monthly budget, preferred 
neighborhoods and hobbies to help find poten- 
tially compatible roommates. 

Similar to Tinder, roommate-seekers can 
tap through others’ profiles, which will note if 
they have any mutual friends. Once two users 
have expressed interest in each other, they’re 
matched up and connected via chat. 

The free Roommates iOS and Android app 
currently covers Chicago, L.A., San Francisco, 
New York and Boston. 

Roomster 

The Roomster website and its Facebook app 
encourage users to write lengthy profiles-up 
to 10,000 words-to increase the chances of a 
match. Users can find potential roommates by 
keyword searches, such as personality traits, 
interests and preferred locations. 

The free basic service allows access to all the 
site’s features and sections, but users need to 
pay a fee, which starts at $5.95 for three days, 
to access its messaging service and connect 
with potential roommates. 

Crashpad 

Crashpad is a free website for people who are 


searching for roommates or have an available 
room. Users can browse through potential 
roommate profiles, which show pictures of 
the potential roommates, the roommates’ first 
names and the apartments or rooms being 
offered. 

There are search tabs to enter criteria in- 
cluding location, monthly budget and other 
requirements (such as permission to have a 
dog). Once you find someone you like, you can 
message the person privately. 

Roomsurf 

If you’re a student looking for on-campus 
housing or need to fill an extra room for your 
off-campus place, Roomsurf tries to do the 
work for you. After logging in with Facebook 
Connect, users complete a questionnaire to be 
connected with the most compatible room- 
mates, based on the percentage of similar 
responses. 

When you pick a match, you can send a mes- 
sage to that person via Roomsurf or Facebook. 
Roomsurf charges a one-time $19.99 fee for 
students at schools with which it doesn’t have a 
direct partnership. 

Livewith.us 

For those would rather use Craigslist to find 
a roommate, the livewith.us website aims to 
speed up the vetting and application process. 

It’s kind of a hassle to copy and paste the 
same description of yourself into email after 
email. The livewith.us widget does that for you 
and quickly sends a profile when you’re view- 
ing a Craigslist listing.
